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Murder probe as 
OAP found dead

A PENSIONER who was found 
murdered at his home could 
have been the victim of a 
botched burglary. 

The body of 76-year-old Llywelyn 
Thomas was discovered by police 
at his home in Chittering. 

A post mortem examination on Tuesday 
revealed he died of multiple head and facial 
injuries. 

A neighbour raised the alarm on Sunday 
after spotting that the lights in Mr Thomas’ 
house, a converted chapel on the A10, had 
been left on all night. 

Police arrived just after 12.30pm and 
discovered Mr Thomas, a widower, dead 
inside the property. They say no weapon 
has yet been found. 

Forensic examinations are ongoing at the 
property, where father-of-one Mr Thomas 
has lived for 12 years. Officers are trawling 
through CCTV footage and carrying out 
house-to-house inquiries. 

They say they are investigating a number 
of possibilities, the main one being that Mr 
Thomas died during or following a burglary 
at his home. 

Mr Thomas’ silver Rover estate vehicle, 
registration number Bf51 CJV is believed to 
have been stolen from the address some 
time after 6pm on Saturday.

It was discovered dumped in Church 
Lane, Milton, at 7.30am on Monday. 

Police are urging anyone with any 
information to come forward. 

Neighbour Greta Rice, 75, who lives at 
nearby Varsity Farm with her husband 
Raymond, described Mr Thomas as 
“pleasant”. 

She said: “It is so sad to hear that he 
has been murdered. My thoughts are 


with his son.” 

Speaking at the scene on Monday, DCI 
Chris Mead said: “We can now confirm 
this is a murder investigation. We were 
called at about 12.30pm on Sunday after 
concern from a neighbour. 

“The victim had suffered multiple 
injuries. A weapon has not yet been 
found. 

“We are keen to hear from anyone 
travelling along the A10 between 8pm 
and 11.30pm on Saturday, or anyone who 


was in Milton. 

“We know the car has a mechanical 
fault, so we are asking if anyone noticed 
a Rover going slowly or making a loud 
noise.” 

Mr Thomas’ son, who police say lives 
in London, has been informed about his 
father’s death.

Memorial thieves 
will be sprayed 


CRIMINALS considering 
stealing the lead from 
Ely’s war memorial 
should beware - it has 
been security-marked 
with SmartWater. 

If thieves try to steal 
the lead or metal from 
the Market Place 
memorial, they will be 
sprayed with an invisible 
liquid which cannot be 
washed off and lasts for 
months. 

Police will then be able 
to catch the culprits. 

The SmartWater has 
been obtained by the City 
of Ely Council and the Ely 
branch of the Royal 
British Legion for free 
through the In 
Memoriam 2014 scheme. 

The scheme supplies 
SmartWater free of 
charge to war memorials. 

Cllr John Yates, Ely’s 
Mayor, said: “The war 
memorial is an impor¬ 
tant tribute to those who 
have lost their lives for 
our benefit. 

“We have taken every 
precaution to protect and 
ensure that the record of 
these brave men and 
women will not be 
desecrated.” 

Police are urging as 
many residents, busi¬ 


nesses and organisations 
as possible to secure their 
buildings with 

SmartWater and other 
deterrents, particularly 
churches. 

Lead theft is a major 
issue in East Cambridge¬ 
shire, where the crime 
has left people tens of 
thousands of pounds out 
of pocket. 

The Holy Trinity 
Church in Haddenham 
and St Lawrence’s Church 
in Wicken are among the 
most recent buildings to 
fall victim to the crime. 

Insp Robin Sissions, 
Ely’s sector inspector, 
said: “Not only does this 
type of crime cause 
inconvenience, but there 
are also severe safety 
implications. 

“Even if you think your 
metal is not worth a great 
deal our advice is to get it 
marked in some way and 
make sure that you 
display that it is marked 
and you are less likely to 
become a victim. 

“It will also help us 
because when we stop 
vehicles and find scrap 
metal items we will be 
able to identify them and 
arrest the individuals 
involved.” 


Soham station ‘a step 
closer to reopening’ 


SOHAM railway station 
could be one step closer 
to being re-opened 
almost 70 years after it 
was levelled in a bomb 
blast, councillors believe. 

County and district 
councillors say the 
prospect of rebuilding 
the town’s station is even 
greater now the Depart¬ 
ment of Transport has 
confirmed funding for 
the doubling of railway 
tracks between Ely and 
Soham. 

Last week the Govern¬ 
ment confirmed it has 
made available £55m for 
the Strategic Rail Freight 
Network, which aims to 
help deliver schemes to 
remove bottlenecks and 
help smooth transport of 
freight from ports to 
bases of manufacturing. 

In East Cambridge¬ 
shire, the Ely-to-Soham 
doubling scheme will 
remove the blockage on 
the Felixstowe to 
Nuneaton freight route 
and would create the 


possibility of a double 
platform railway station 
at Soham. 

Cllr James Palmer, who 
is deputy leader at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and represents 
Soham North ward, said: 
“It has long been an 
aspiration of everyone 
connected with Soham to 
restore the railway 
station which was closed 
in 1965. 

“With the recent 
funding and positive 
feedback from the 
Government we are 
edging closer to this goal 
but there is still work to 
be done. 

“We must put together 
a business case to show 
how any service stopping 
in Soham would be used 
and whether it would 
attractive a franchise 
operator.” 

The estimated cost of 
returning the station to 
use is between £2.5m 
and £5m.

Farmers count cost 
as straw set on fire

FARMERS have been left 
thousands of pounds out of 
pocket after arsonists set 
fire to more than 100,000 
bales of straw. 

Firefighters from across the 
region were called to Mepal and 
Witcham last Tuesday night 
(December 13). 

About 32,000 bales, the 
equivalent of 16,000 tonnes, 
were set alight in a field off 
Chatteris Road, Mepal, at 
11.30pm. 

Just an hour later, around 
100,000 bales, approximately 
50,000 tonnes, of straw were set 
on fire in a field off the A142 at 
Witcham. 

Investigations have confir¬ 


med that both blazes were 
started deliberately. 

Pc Robin Smith, from the 
Rural Community Action Team, 
said: “I would urge anyone with 
any information about these 
fires to contact police. 

“Stack fires can take up a 
huge amount of the fire service’s 
time and cost the victim 
thousands of pounds, as well as 
pushing up the cost of straw. 


“We are working closely with 
the fire service to combat this 
type of offending and extra 
patrols will be put on in the 
area.” 

For days, local residents were 
urged to keep their doors and 
windows closed to avoid 
coming into contact with the 
smoke. 

Both fires were so large that 
they could be seen for miles 


across the Cambridgeshire 
countryside. 

Although fire crews have now 
left the scene, both blazes are 
still smouldering. 

The arson liaison officer for 
the Cambridgeshire Arson 
Partnership, Martin Boome, 
said: “People don’t realise the 
resources the fire service have to 
put in place to tackle fires such 
as these, which are likely to 
burn for several days. 

“Firefighters must work day 
and night to ensure that the fire 
does not spread and this has a 
cost implication on the service 
and prevents those crews from 
attending other emergency 
incidents in the area.”

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Sainsbury’s tinkering 
with new store plans 

BOSSES at supermarket giant 
Sainsbury’s want to make further 
changes to plans for their store in Ely. 

The new store in Lisle Lane may be 
progressing well and on track to formally 
open next spring, but now more 
conditions to the major company’s 
planning permission could be varied. 
Bosses want to alter the store’s agreed 
opening times so it can open from 7am 
Monday to Saturday. The current 
permission allows it to open from 8am. 
The company also wants customers to be 
able to access the store’s pharmacy 
between 10pm and 11 pm Monday to 
Friday via a proposed night pay pharmacy 
window. 

The proposed variations have been 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) and are expected to be 
presented to the authority’s planning 
committee. 

In July, the company applied to ECDC to 
make changes to the original plans which 
had been approved. They wanted to 
remove the store’s wavy roof canopy, 
reduce the size of the store’s atrium, re¬ 
position the cafe and toilets and make 
amendments to the landscaping. 

The fresh proposals also included 
reducing the number of car parking 
spaces from 470 to 454. 

But members of the planning committee 
rejected the proposals. 

Despite all the changes, the store is set to 
open next spring, a spokesman for 
Sainsbury’s confirmed.

Curfew for fraudster 
who claimed £14,175 

A FRAUDSTER who continued to work 
while claiming disability living allowance 
has been placed on a strict curfew. 

Ian Barnes, of Hempfield Road, Littleport, 
claimed £14,175 of disability living 
allowance from the Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP) between 2004 and 
2010 . 

The allowance is a benefit reserved for 
the most severely disabled members of 
society who are unable to work. 

Mr Barnes continued to claim the 
allowance despite working 40 hours a 
week as an HGV technician. 

Cambridge magistrates sentenced Barnes 
to a three-month community order and 
made him subject to a three-month 
curfew. 

A spokesman for the DWP said Barnes is 
now appealing the decision. 

Bishop focuses on Bible 
in final lecture of year 

THE Bishop of Ely the Rt Rev Stephen 
Conway has given his final cathedral 
lecture of 2011. 

In it, he highlighted the significance of the 
King James Bible, which celebrated its 
400th anniversary this year. 

Bishop Stephen said: “The King James 
Bible is still the most read version of the 
Bible in English. 

“Many Christians would be horrified to 
read any other version of the text. We 
know it is wonderful, that it is more 
anchored in the development of English 
vocabulary even than Shakespeare and 
Chaucer. 

“The Bible should communicate to us at 
every level the whole of our life as human 
beings created in God’s image to be loved 
by him so completely that we long in love 
for the image of God in each one of us.”

OPPOSITION councillors are 
demanding plans to build a 
southern bypass in Ely be axed. 

Members of Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s cabinet may have 
approved the £28m scheme last 
week, but Liberal Democrats are 
urging them to scrap the plans. 

They insist building an underpass 
around Ely’s railway station area 
would be more effective than a 
bypass, would be £13m cheaper - 
and they fear the 10m high bypass 
could block the stunning views of Ely 
Cathedral. 

Lib Dem county councillor Nigel 
Bell, who represents Ely North and 
East, said: “This huge, elevated and 
over-expensive bypass will destroy 
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quintessential views of the cathedral, 
as well as damaging biodiversity and 
creating noise and light pollution in a 
county wildlife site. 

“The underpass option is a better 
solution on all counts in that it will 
attract exactly the same levels of 
outside funding as well as allowing 
the closure of the level crossing in 
order to boost rail traffic. 

“The county council has a duty to 
get best value for money for the 
taxpayer and this road doesn’t do 
that. Corners were cut and the 
appraisal process seriously flawed.” 

Cllr Bell has called in the decision 


by the cabinet to push ahead with the 
bypass. 

When approving the bypass 
proposals, the cabinet heard how out 
of 1,700 people who responded to a 
consultation, 81 per cent backed the 
bypass route, compared to 10 per 
cent who backed a road to the west of 
the river, and four per cent who 
preferred an underpass. 

Council bosses insist the bypass is 
the best option. Cllr Ian Bates, the 
county council’s cabinet member for 
growth and planning, said: “I think 
once again the Lib Dems are out of 
touch with local opinion. To have 81 
per cent of all respondents 
supporting Route B is overwhelming. 

“Our aim now is to progress the 
plans which will be put out for 


further consultation to ensure we 
develop a solution for Ely which will 
have a positive legacy for the county.” 

But shadow cabinet member for 
planning Kevin Wilkins insists the 
bypass is a “terrible idea all round”. 

He said: “It’s hugely expensive, 
bound in bureaucratic protocol and 
comes with a massive price tag for 
the taxpayers of this district. 

“The views of the cathedral from 
the south and east would be 
obliterated by this massive concrete 
structure.” 

The call-in will be discussed by 
members of the enterprise, growth 
and community infrastructure 
overview and scrutiny committee in 
January.

Bridge verdict 
‘was not valid’ 


THE decision to allow a new 
dual-purpose bridge to be 
built as part of the 
controversial Wicken Fen 
Vision has been described 
as “invalid” 

Anti-National Trust camp¬ 
aigner Geoffrey Woollard has 
written to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s (ECDC) head of 
planning, Giles Hughes, urging 
the authority to rescind the 
approval. 

Members of the council’s 
planning committee approved 
plans to build the bridge, which 
will be able to carry pedestrians, 
cyclists and livestock grazing on 
Wicken Fen, at Burwell Lode. 

The new bridge will provide a 
key link in the National Cycle 
Network. Currently cyclists have 
to carry their bikes up and down 
the steps of an existing bridge 
and along 185m of grass path. 

Despite concerns from 
residents about the scale of the 
bridge and the impact it will have 
on the countryside, Natural 
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England said the bridge will 
“make a significant contribution 
to biodiversity and to oppor¬ 
tunities for the public to enjoy 
the natural environment.” 

The organisation added: “The 
proposals would not have any 
adverse impact on the statutory 
designations relating to Wicken 
Fen.” 

Five planning committee 
members voted to approve the 
plans and five voted against. 

Committee chairman Philip 
Read then gave the proposals the 
green light. 

But Mr Woollard, who has 
campaigned against the Wicken 
Fen Vision ever since the scheme 
was announced, insists the 
decision was “illegal” and 
“invalid”. 

He says that some of the 
committee members should not 
have taken part in the voting as 
they have previously supported 
the Wicken Fen Vision. 


Cllr Mike Rouse, who 
represents Ely North ward, was 
the only member who left the 
room. 

In his letter, Mr Woollard, who 
lives in Upware, said: “I request 
formally that the illegal and 
invalid decision of the planning 
committee be rescinded at the 
earliest opportunity. 

“If those members with a 
consistent, persistent and 
prejudiced record of voting in 
support of the wider Wicken Fen 
Vision speak and/or vote for the 
recommendation to approve this 
planning application for this 
bridge, which is intended to be 
part of the wider Wicken Fen 
Vision, my opinion, as a former 
councillor, is that their actions 
will be illegal, invalid and open 
to formal challenge.” 

Mr Hughes said: “We have 
acknowledged Mr Woollard’s 
letter and will be asking for him 
to provide specific details to 
substantiate his allegations. 

“As far as the council is 
concerned, planning permission 
has been granted.” 


Queen passes 
through city on 
festive journey 

PASSENGERS travelling by train from 
London to Cambridge were joined by a 
surprise customer on Monday - the Queen. 

The monarch caught the 10.45am First 
Capital Connect service from King’s Cross 
and passed through Cambridge and Ely 
before alighting at King’s Lynn at 
12.21pm. 

Wearing a green coat and a headscarf 
and accompanied by protection officers, 
she travelled first class to get to her 
Christmas retreat at Sandringham. 

There were about 50 other passengers 
on the train, who were said to be 
unaware of her presence. 

Speaking at King’s Lynn train station, 
local resident Bernard Hudson said: “I’ve 
just come to catch the train with the 
grandchildren and had no idea what was 
going on. 

“I think it's great that she comes on the 
train like everybody else - it shows she's 
in touch with reality.” 

The Queen completed her journey with 
a 30-minute ride in a Range Rover. 

Each year the royal family spends the 
festive season on the Sandringham 
estate. This year the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge are expected to join the 
family for their first Christmas in Norfolk. 

Postbox knocked 
over in lorry crash

Street overnight last Thursday. 

The red postbox was knocked over and 
Royal Mail says it may need replacing if it 
cannot be repaired.

“We can confirm that a lorry has 
damaged one of our postboxes in Ely’s 
High Street. 

“The mail had been collected from it 
so there was no mail in it at the time. 

“We are currently assessing the 
damage to the box and will be screening 
it off so it does not cause a hazard to the 
public whilst we decide whether it can be 
repaired or will need replacing. 

“We apologise to customers for any 
inconvenience this may cause. 

“In the meantime customers can use 
other post boxes in the area or of course 
drop their mail into any post office 
branch.”

Parking petition handed to council 


A PETITION urging East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) not to introduce 
parking charges in Ely has been presented to 
the authority. 

Members of the Ely Traders’ Association (ETA) 
gathered at the council’s headquarters in Nutholt 
Lane, Ely, on Friday and handed over the 12,000- 
signature petition. 

Andrew Olley, a spokesman for the group who 
worked tirelessly to run the petition, said he hoped 
the council will back down on the plans. 

He said: “The petition contains over 12,000 
signatures. Given that Ely's population is a little over 
18,000, the petition represents an enormous 
response from the whole district. 

“fust two weeks ago, councillors changed the 
proposal for parking charges in the middle of the 
consultation process to allow them to increase 
charges by up to £5 a day after just one year. 

“It is time that they stopped these shameless acts 
and listened to the opinions of local people, 
businesses and now the advice of the Government.” 

A public consultation is currently being held for 
people to speak up over the parking charges plans. 

Residents and traders insist forcing people to pay 
to park will kill town-centre trade and lure more 
people to the city’s out-of-town supermarkets 
instead.

Last Tuesday, the groundbreaking Portas Review, a 
major review carried out by high street guru Mary 
Portas and commissioned by David Cameron, was 
published and will be used by the Government to try 
to boost town centre trade across the country. 

In it, Ely was used a case study and Mary Portas 
slammed ECDC for its “poor consultation with local 
people”. She also blasted the council for pushing 
forward parking charges plans in the city, for 
supporting out-of-town-development and for failing 
to listen to residents. 

ECDC leader Peter Moakes reacted furiously to 
the review and wrote a letter to the Government 
condemning the case study that day. 

But Mr Olley said: “The council is under a national 
spotlight. It is to be hoped that the delivery of the 
petition and the advice in the Portas Review will see 
them change their ways. 

“To smother Ely with out-of-town supermarkets 
and at the same time impose expensive charges on 
parking in the city centre is unbelievably short¬ 
sighted. 

“To do so against the advice of local people and 
Government would be criminal.”

No demand for 
new superstore 

Sir, The independent review of 
town centres by Mary Portas 
reported in the Weekly News last 
week (‘Shops queen hits out at 
council’) highlights the threat to 
our own city centre posed by 
developments such as the new 
edge-of-town superstore being 
built in Lisle Lane. 

The development at this location is 
flawed for several reasons; it 
ignores both principles and specific 
detail of the Masterplan, notably 
the key principle of reducing car 
dependency (most customers will 
use their own transport and 
additional traffic in the area has 
been estimated at around 1,000 
cars an hour at peak times, 
contributing to increased 
congestion and pollution in the old 
town and city centre). 

In the Masterplan, a huge retail 
outlet with parking for 500 cars was 
not the envisaged use for the 
redevelopment of the old chemical 
site. 

When the planning application was 
first made I was reliably informed 
that research had indicated that the 
spending power available in the Ely 
area would not support another 
large superstore. Personal 
observation tends to confirm this 
position as there is little evidence of 
current under-capacity within the 
existing provision. Coupled with 
the range of goods likely to be 
supplied by the new outlet, an 
increased threat to the viability of 
the city centre must be expected. 

All of these concerns were clear at 
the time of the planning 
application. With the Government 
trying to boost town centre trade it 
is unfortunate that our council has 
taken a potentially damaging route 
and, as Mary Portas has said: “Ely is 
a town centre under pressure from 
all sides.”

Medical student died in 
Thailand moped tragedy 


AN Ely couple have paid 
tribute to their medical 
student son who was 
killed in a moped accident 
in Thailand. 

Joshua Scott-Paul, 28, who 
was born and raised in Ely, 
died on Sunday, December 11 
following an accident on the 
island of Koh Samui. 

Mr Scott-Paul’s mum and 
dad, Mike and Rachel, who live 
in Back Hill, described their 
son as a “mischievous free 
spirit” and said his death has 
left a huge hole in their lives. 

The former Soham Village 
College student and rugby 
player for Ely was riding a 
moped when he fell off and 
broke his neck. 

That day, he and his wife, 
Sarah, who he met while she 
was a gap-year student at the 
King’s School Ely, were due to 
fly from Thailand to the UK to 
be with Mr Scott-Paul’s family 
in Ely this Christmas. 

He also leaves three 
brothers, lake, 30, Joel, 22, and 
Jerome, 20. 

Mike, 63, said: “Joshua was 
on holiday in Thailand with his 
wife and some friends. 

“He was out on a moped by 
himself in the morning when 
he had an accident and broke 
his neck. That afternoon he 
and his wife were due to come 
home for Christmas, which we 
were so looking forward to. 

“Joshua was a mischievous 
free spirit and was a night¬ 
mare at times, yet so 
forgivable.

Drivers call 
for dualling 
on the A10 


A NOTORIOUSLY dan¬ 
gerous stretch of the 
A10 should be made 
dual carriageway, say 
drivers who use the 
route between Ely and 
Cambridge. 

Highways bosses at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
want to reduce the speed limit 
of the stretch from 60mph to 
50mph and announced the 
proposals earlier this year. 

But the plans have been at the 
centre of controversy, with 
motorists and community 
leaders insisting reducing the 
limit will not make any 
difference to the number of 
accidents on the road. 

Figures show that in the last 
three years there have been 
almost 100 accidents which 
caused injuries. 

Steve Criswell, the county 
council’s cabinet member for 
community infrastructure, 
insists cutting the speed limit 
will reduce the number of 
accidents. However, Stephen 
lessop, from Witchford, said: “I 
travel into Cambridge every day 
for work and unfortunately have 
to use theAlO. 

“I cannot understand why the 
council thinks that reducing the 
speed limit from 60mph to 
50mph will make it a better 
road. 

“Everyone I’ve spoken to 
about this agrees it will actually 
make it worse as it will just slow

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everyone down. I think the only 
way to make it safer- and yes it 
would be expensive - is to make 
it dual carriageway.” 

Another motorist, Matthew 
Faulkner, from Stretham, said: “I 
think reducing the speed limit 
will actually lead to more 
accidents happening on the 
A10. It will just slow all vehicles 
down, annoy drivers and tempt 
them to overtake more often. 

“Something certainly needs 
doing as congestion and the 
number of accidents is 
ridiculous. I think making it dual 
carriageway is the only answer.” 

County and district councillor 
Bill Hunt has also described 
reducing the limit as a “recipe 
for disaster”. 

Cllr Hunt says the only part of 
the stretch which should be 
reduced to 50mph was the 
junction area in Little Thetford. 

Plans to lower the speed limit 
have been deferred for “further 
conversations” to take place. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The scrutiny committee 
discussions were inconclusive at 
this stage and further conver¬ 
sations will need to take place 
between the cabinet member 
and highways officers before 
any recommendations are 
made.” 

A public consultation will be 
launched before any changes 
are made.

Musician defi 
the odds with 
campaign alb 


A MUSICIAN battling terminal 
lung cancer is raising money for a 
road safety campaign. 

Trevor Hogg, 51, was diagnosed with the 
disease in 2009 and was told by doctors he 
could only expect to live for six months. 

But two years later Mr Hogg, from 
Welney, has just released an album, called 
In a Nightmare, Living the Dream, with his 
band, Charlotte’s Lemon Flag, made up of 
Liam McCabe and lohn Sweeney. 

Mr Hogg has released the album to raise 
money for the Fenland Road Safety 
Campaign, which is a campaign launched 
by local man Graham Chappell. 

Mr Chappell is calling for and raising 
funds for major road safety improvements 
in Fenland. 

The campaign was launched in memory 
of Charlotte Walker, who was just 9 when 
she drowned after the car she was 
travelling in crashed into the B1098 Sixty 
Foot Road near Welney. 

Mr Hogg, who knew Charlotte, said: 
“We called the band Charlotte’s Lemon 
Flag as Charlotte, who inspired the 
formation of the campaign, used to say to 
her dad Andy ‘are you going to the Lemon 
Flag dad’ instead of the Lamb and Flag 
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pub in Welney. The idea of the charity is to 
stop anyone going through the same thing 
as Charlotte’s parents. 

“It’s a terrible tragedy for someone to 
die so young and the sad thing is, if there 
had been safety barriers along this stretch 
of Fenland drain then this accident could 
have probably been avoided and little 
Charlotte could still be with us.” 

Sales of the album has raised about 
£250 so far but Mr Hogg hopes to raise a 
further £750. 

The campaign is on the brink of 
securing the first jointly-funded safety 
barrier at Bedlam Bridge, a high-risk area 
for crashes, with the help of Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council. 

The album is available for a minimum 
donation of £3.50 plus £2 postage and 
packaging from the Lamb and Flag pub in 
Welney and from the Fenland Road Safety 
Campaign charity.

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Police hunt for crash driver 


A LORRY driver is being sought 
by police after crashing into 
railway crossing barriers in Ely 
and then driving off. 

The collision happened at Ely’s 
notorious level crossing on the A142 at 
about 7.15am last Thursday 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary and 
British Transport Police (BTP) were 
called to the incident and discovered a 
lorry had crashed into the barriers, 
knocking one of them off completely 
The HGV driver had left the scene. 

A spokeswoman for BTP confirmed 
an investigation was now in progress. 

She said: “BTP are appealing for 
witnesses following this incident. 

“Just before 7.15am it was reported 
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that a vehicle had struck the level 
crossing barrier. Police were called but 
the driver of the vehicle had failed to 
stop. 

“Officers are in the process of 
reviewing CCTV and speaking to 
witnesses. Anyone with information 
is asked to contact police.” 

The collision caused lengthy 
tailbacks for drivers until the barrier 
was fixed just after 9am. 

The level crossing is well known for 
vehicles clipping its barriers or trying 
to dodge them as they are lowering. 

The bridge underneath the crossing 


is even more notorious. Drivers of 
HGVs and vans frequently get 
vehicles wedged because they are too 
tall to pass under, despite the 
numerous low bridge warning signs 
and red flashing lights. 

Earlier this month, lorry driver 
Geoffrey Peachey, 54, of Station 
Drove, Shippea Hill, Ely, was 
disqualified from driving for three 
months and fined at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court after he drove a 
44-tonne articulated lorry through 
the crossing’s red signal light and 
broke off a barrier. 

He told the court he hadn’t seen 
two sets of red lights or heard the 
warning klaxon. 

Speaking after the case, Sgt Linda 


Welch, the investigating officer, said: 
“Level crossings are designed to keep 
people safe and do so when used 
correctly. However, drivers who 
willingly flout the law and place 
themselves and others in danger 
should be in no doubt that if caught 
doing so, they will be prosecuted and 
punished.” 

Regarding last week’s incident, a 
spokesman for Network Rail said the 
crossing was fully functional by 9am 
and that trains were delayed by about 
five minutes. 

Witnesses or anyone with 
information about the collision are 
being urged to call BTP on 0800 405040, 
quoting reference 75 of 15/12/2011. 


Two arrested 
after accident 

A CAR crash in Littleport 
led to two people being 
arrested on suspicion of 
vehicle theft. 

The collision happened just 
after 2.30pm in Millpit 
Furlong last Monday, when 
a vehicle crashed into a 
wall. A man was arrested at 
the scene and a teenage 
boy was later arrested. 

A 24-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
aggravated vehicle taking 
and bilking and a 17-year- 
old was arrested for being 
involved in the theft of a 
motor vehicle. 

They were both taken to 
Parkside police station in 
Cambridge and have been 
bailed until February 9.

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Museum spotlight on 
secrets of Stonehenge 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL 
treasures recently 
been unearthed at 
Stonehenge could 
transform people’s 
understanding of the 
prehistoric monu¬ 
ment. 

And now Cambridge¬ 
shire residents can get a 
close look at some of those 
artefacts at Ely Museum. 

The museum, in Ely’s 
Market Street, is hosting a 
unique exhibition called 
Stonehenge, Before the 
Stones, which features 
many of the amazing 
treasures discovered at the 
site as part of an Open 
University-led excavation. 

Open University lecturer 
David Jacques, who lives 
in Ely, has been at the 
heart of the excavation. 

The most significant 
artefacts uncovered are a 
collection of more than 
200 animal bones, some of 
which date back to around 
6250BC, about 3,000 years 
before work began on 
Stonehenge.

Experts believe the 
bones, which were found 
alongside evidence of a 
large fire, could be from a 
Mesolithic feast for up to 
100 people, which would 
make it the oldest meal 
ever to be discovered in 
Britain. 

About 6,000 Mesolithic 
flints, including hunting 
arrows and blades, have 
also been unearthed as 
well as two carved ducks, 
dated to around 700BC, 
which are the oldest 
figurines ever to be hewn 
from the UK. It is believed 
the they could have been 
used as offerings to a 
water goddess. 

Thanks to Mr Jacques’ 
local connection and hard 
work by trustees at Ely 
Museum, including cur¬ 
ator Kate Ayres, the mus¬ 
eum is the first in the 
world to exhibit some of 
the finds. 

Museum trustee David 
Barrowclough, who has 


helped co-ordinate the 
event, said: “This exhib¬ 
ition is something we are 
really proud to have and 
something that we urge 
people to come and see. 

“These artefacts are 
some of the most fascin¬ 
ating treasures ever to be 
unearthed in the UK and 
something which will 
eventually transform our 
understanding of Stone¬ 
henge. 

“To have them here in 
Ely for people to see is 
fantastic. 

“The excavation at 
Stonehenge is still ongoing 
so goodness knows what 
else could be found.” 

Because only a few 
Mesolithic items have ever 
previously been found 
around Stonehenge, the 
discovery suggests the site 
could have been of great 
significance to humans for 
several thousand years 
before the monument was 
built. 

The exhibition at Ely 
Museum is running until 
the end of January.

TAXI drivers in East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire are celebrating after 
proposed “petty” new rules were 
scrapped by councillors. 

For months, cabbies in the Ely area 
have been up in arms about changes 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) wanted to introduce. 

Licensing bosses wanted all taxis in 
the district to have a white, illuminated 
roof sign with the word ‘taxi’ and the 
district council emblem on both sides. 

If the new regulations had been 
introduced, taxi firms would not have 
been able to have their business name, 
telephone number or the vehicle 
number on the sign, and would have had 
to pay out thousands of pounds to get 
them changed. 

Cabbies also insisted that making all 
taxis in the district look identical would 
make it dangerous for passengers. 

Now councillors have performed a 
U-turn on the plans. 

John Skipper, owner of Ely-based A10 
Taxis, said: “We’re all delighted that the 
councillors have seen sense. 

“I’ve got 30 vehicles. If I had had to pay 
to change the signage it would have cost 
a fortune. 

“I wouldn’t have minded if it was going 
to improve things but it wasn’t going to - 
it would have made every single cab in 
the area look the same and that’s not 
how it should be. 

“Our taxis are all fine as they are and 
the council should stop looking to make

petty, unnecessary changes to them.” 

Earlier this year the council tried to 
force all taxi firms to have silver-coloured 
cars only. 

A backlash from drivers led to the 
plans being scrapped. 

Alan Cole, owner of Alan’s Taxis, based 
on Ely’s Lancaster Way Business Park, 
said: “The council was trying to make 
taxis invisible in our district. 

“The current signs enable people to 
easily distinguish what taxi firm they are 
using and that is how it should be. 

“To make all taxis look the same is 
dangerous. What happens if allegations 
are made against a driver - how is the 
council going to track that driver down? 
They won’t know where to start. 

“The council was being petty - it 
would have cost us a fortune to change 
all the signs, which is money all of us can 
well do without spending, and I believe 
the end result would have had major 
pitfalls.” 

A council spokesman confirmed the 
plans had been dropped. 

He said: “Members of the licensing 
committee reconsidered their position 
on the plans to change the roof lights 
used on hackney carriages. 

“After discussion, councillors decided 
to rescind this decision and we are in the 
process of informing the local taxi trade 
of this news.”

Bus is a wheel boon for schoolboys 


A SCHOOL which caters for boys with 
social and behavioural difficulties 
has taken delivery of a new minibus. 

The Harbour School in Wilburton, 
was able to buy the new £24,000 
minibus after children’s charity the 
Variety Club donated £14,000 
towards it. 

The school’s previous minibus was 
dilapidated and it was proving too 


risky to take students on long¬ 
distance trips and educational visits. 

Sandra Norman, the school’s 
business manager, said: “We are so 
grateful to the Variety Club for their 
help in buying this minibus. 

“Our old minibus was falling to bits 
and was extremely rusty. 

“This new minibus will be used to 
take our boys on a variety of 


educational trips and visits 
throughout the year.” 

The Harbour School, which opened 
in 2003, is a residential special 
school for boys aged 5-17 who have 
social, emotional and behavioural 
difficulties. 

In its latest Ofsted inspection, the 
school was rated as outstanding in 
all areas. 


BlackBerry plan 
to boost council 
out-of-hours help 

COUNCIL officers could be bought a new 
BlackBerry phone to share as part of an 
authority’s plans to enhance its out-of- 
hours services. 

Bosses at East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) are considering buying a 
BlackBerry for officers to share when 
handing out-of-hours calls and queries. 

The out-of-hours services are mainly 
used by people with housing issues. 

Last year, the council received more 
than 1,700 requests for help, re-housed 
more than 200 families and supported 26 
families threatened by domestic violence. 

Recently the council also announced 
that bed-and-breakfasts in the district are 
being used over five times more than they 
were last year. 

Authority leaders insist the out-of-hours 
services need to be enhanced to cater for 
the predicted increase in calls over the 
next 12 months. 

The council is drawing up a plan to deal 
with the predicted increase in 
homelessness, which will be ready in 
February. 

Andrew Killington, ECDC deputy chief 
executive, said: “With a population of 
more than 80,000 there are many issues 
which people contact the council about 
during the average week. 

“These are all part of the daily work of a 
council but we are also contacted in the 
evenings and the weekends by residents 
who need immediate help from those who 
are homeless to reports of noise. 

“In order to better meet the needs of our 
residents, we plan to enhance our out-of- 
hours service to ensure we can deal with 
problems effectively by improving our 
communications and the resources at our 
disposal.”

Sepsis survivor 
shares her tale 

Greer backs national campaign after diagnosis saved her life

A WOMAN whose blood 
vessels collapsed after she 
contracted sepsis is support¬ 
ing a national campaign to 
raise awareness and help 
save lives. 

The UK Sepsis Trust is seeking 
to highlight the symptoms of 
sepsis, previously known as 
septicaemia, so it can be 
diagnosed swiftly and treated in 
time. 

Greer Deal, right, from Sutton, 
contracted sepsis after getting a 
kidney infection - and says it was 
a speedy diagnosis which most 
likely saved her life. 

Sepsis is blood poisoning 
which occurs following an 
infection. 

Mrs Deal contracted her kidney 
infection and sepsis in April 2004. 

She said: “Things came to a 
head when I went to the theatre 
with my husband in the evening 
with dinner beforehand. 

“I’ve always had a healthy 
appetite but on this occasion I 
pushed my food around the plate. 

“At the end of the evening I 



bent down to pick up my bag and 
as I stood up the colour quite 
literally drained away from my 
face and I felt very faint. 

“At this point I was unable to 
make any decisions. My husband 
took one look at me and said 
‘That’s it, I’m taking you to 
hospital’. 

“On arrival, I was assessed 
straight away and put on an 
intravenous drip to get fluids and 
antibiotics in me. 

“Later I discovered how lucky I 
was to be alive as they confirmed 


that I had a kidney infection and 
sepsis and that the sepsis had 
caused all my blood vessels to 
collapse. 

“I’m forever grateful to my 
husband for being insistent that I 
needed emergency care and for 
the on-call hospital team at the 
time who took such swift action - 
without them I wouldn’t be here 
today.” 

The UK Sepsis Trust is 
petitioning the Government to 
make sepsis a clinical priority by 
establishing it as a medical 
emergency. 

It believes this will save 10,000 
of the 37,000 deaths caused each 
year by sepsis, and £170m from 
the annual NHS budget. 

Dr Ron Daniels, chairman of 
the trust, said: “Sepsis is a silent 
killer, and as an ITU doctor, I 
have seen the devastating impact 
it causes too frequently. 

“Sepsis remains the primary 
cause of death from infection 
despite advances in modern 
medicine, including vaccines, 
antibiotics and acute care. 

“This is why I am passionate 
about establishing it as a medical 
emergency.”

Cambridgeshire-born Katie 
Rowley Jones steps into the glass 
slippers as Cinders, while Any 
Dream Will Do finalist Lewis 
Bradley swaps his coat of many 
colours for a crown as a dashing 
Prince Charming. 

Newcomers Andy Spiegel and 
Adam Price are a wickedly 
brilliant double-act as the Ugly 
Sisters, often fighting back 
giggles as they deliver lines, and 
creating an unbeatable 
combination of dame and baddie 
rolled into one. 

Yet it’s Matt Crosby as Buttons 
who steals the show: his rapid- 
fire plot summary is more 
dizzying than ever and his 
slapstick scene with Baron 
Hardup (Steven Elliott) is 
sheer joy. 


Some of the best moments in 
panto are the comedy slip-ups, 
and the raucous flailing and 
unscripted laughing of the kitchen 
scene is surpassed only by the 
exquisite Three Degrees number 
with Buttons, Baron and 
Ferguson as the Fairy Godmother: 
a setup which is hilarious even 
before Ferguson takes a tumble 
down the Styrofoam steps then 
snags her dress on Buttons’s 
outrageous wig.

T HERE’S a sense throughout The 

Junction’s folksy, alternative Christmas 
show that this is theatre which not only 
entertains but nourishes: lighting a fire of 
imagination in its audience (young and old) 
and encouraging creativity rather than simply 
throwing us handfuls of glitter, slapstick and 
one-liners. 

Played out against a magical, snowy set, 
where props multi-task and actors slip in and 
out of roles before our eyes, NIE’s Hansel 
and Gretel is like an elaborate bedtime story, 
told to us through song and speech, using 
both puppets and people. 

A long time ago, the story begins, a 
country far away (‘somewhere in central 


Europe’) was gripped by a terrible famine. 
Deep in a forest, a family chew on the last 
sliver of onion skin and search their 
cupboards for old biscuit crumbs. But one 
day, a trip into the forest turns into a full¬ 
blown adventure for Hansel and Gretel when 
they discover they’ve been abandoned by 
their wicked stepmother and soon stumble 
upon a delicious gingerbread house - with a 
deceptively kindly owner. 

The on-stage instruments are a wonderful 
touch, conjuring up the haunting mystery of 
the forest and accompanying silly songs by 
turns. And the wonderful rapport between the 
actors and musicians, who quip and quibble 
and feed the running joke about where 


exactly their story is supposed to be set, helps 
break down the barrier between the stage and 
the audience and create a fun, friendly 
atmosphere. 

Carly Davis is particularly brilliant as the 
witch, displaying an expert cackle and a 
natural gift for comedy, and a glowering Mia 
Hawk does an excellent job of bringing back 
the classic ‘wicked stepmother’ of fairytale 
lore. 

A magical show which ventures deep into 
the traditions of storytelling, Hansel and 
Gretel is a delight for all ages and an 
intelligent alternative to the gaudy glitz which 
can often obscure the humble wonders of 
Christmas.

Louis planning 
move in league 
entry fee row 


CHRIS Louis was this week 
expected to be in a clearer 
position to determine 
Mildenhall’s immediate 
future after it was thrown into 
fresh turmoil. 

It emerged at the weekend 
that the Fen Tigers, who lifted 
the Knockout Cup and finished 
second in the league in 
October, are in dispute with 
the British Speedway 
Promoters’ Association over 
an entry fee levied at the 
club to join next season’s 
National League.

“There is no doubt that the 
Fen Tigers were the big 
success story in British 
speedway in 2011, and it is 
very disappointing not to 
receive support from the 
association. 

“We will be working very hard 
to convince the association 
that our project is worth 
supporting for the good of 
youth development, and hope 
that some sort of compromise 
can be reached.” 

It is believed Mildenhall have 
completed their team-building, 
but no announcement will be 
made until this matter 
resolved. 

Daniel Halsey is so far the 
only signing confirmed, but it 
is expected that Cameron 
Heeps, Aaron Baseby and 
Lewis Blackbird will all make 
a return. 

Last season’s captain Jack 
Hargreaves will not be back, 
however, after announcing he 
is taking a break from the 
sport because of finances.

Narrow win 
keeps City’s 
hopes alive 

CITY of Ely continued their quest for a coveted 
double with weekend matches against County 
Arts (Norwich) in the Denny Cup and Westlecot 
from Swindon in the Egham Trophy. 

Ely has won both titles in recent times, but 
only one club, Cumbria, has won the two 
most prestigious English Indoor Bowling 
Association competitions in the same season. 

On Saturday, County Arts gave The Denny Cup 
holders a massive wake-up call and very nearly 
pulled off a shock win, ultimately losing the match 
by a single shot 76-75. 

City’s men had a steady start to the match on all 
four rinks and had built a 21-9 lead after five ends. 
The Norwich team, however, refused to buckle 
and fought back to reduce the deficit to only 
seven shots after 10 ends. 

Stuart Popple had made good progress with a 
five-shot lead, and Nicky Brett was in front by 
just two. 

Andrew Easy, at home, was 
ahead by five, but 
Andrew Ware (pictured) 
had slipped back to trail 
by five. 

The next few ends were 
extremely tight and the 
lead had again been 
reduced to just five shots 
after 15 ends. 

The news from the away rinks was relatively 
positive, with Popple ahead by 10, but Brett had 
seen his narrow advantage disappear and was 
down by one. 

At home, Easy was ahead by four but Ware’s 
opponent had increased his advantage to eight as 
the home skip struggled to contain a very 
determined Norwich opposite number. 

As the match progressed into the final stages, it 
became clear that City were in grave danger of 
being eliminated. 

Brett then dropped a five and suffered a rare 
defeat by 22-17. 

Popple, although dropping shots towards the end 
of his match, secured a 25-15 win. 

Easy had already finished and won by eight 
(21-13), and it therefore fell to Ware to ensure the 
Ely side stayed in the competition. 

Having killed the 18th end three times he still 
found himself seven shots adrift, but, moving into 
the final end, the gap between the sides had been 
cut to two. 

The County Arts’ lead then played two very good 
opening shots and it looked as if the scores would 
be levelled and an extra end, to be played at 
Norwich, would be necessary. 

However, Ware, under immense pressure, drew 
his first bowl to within six inches of the jack to cut 
the score to a single. 

The County Arts skip’s final bowl was heavy and 
the overall win was secured as Ware lost 25-13. 
City now play Wey Valley in a repeat of last year’s 
quarter-final on January 21. 

Northampton was the neutral venue for Sunday’s 
match in The Egham Trophy, and it was a much 
more straightforward affair. 

The City mixed team was never in any danger, 
and Westlecot conceded defeat with 15 ends to 
play with the score standing at 97-44. 

Wins on all four rinks were secured, with 
outstanding performances from Brett and Greg 
Harlow, who won by 27 and 21 shots respectively. 
Sarah Gove, at lead, and Sara Matthews, at two, 
gave Brett’s rink a very solid foundation, while, on 
Harlow’s rink, Sarah Seymour and Ware gave 
very strong showings. 

Easy won his rink by a single shot and Popple 
again demonstrated what a valuable acquisition 
he and his wife Katherine have become with a 
steady 15-11 win. 

City will now play last year’s champions 
Desborough in the quarter-final on January 15.
